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‘Uplander, Back From 
German Prison Camp, 
Tells of His Experiences 


Home frem a German prison] 
camp and home from the “Battle | 
of the Bulge” at the Siegried line | 
is Private First Class John Gill. 
He is the son of Mrs. Rachael Gill, | 
Lone Hill. His two brothers Dan! 
and Sam are expected home soon ; 
from their fighting in Germany | 
and Italy. 

The prisoner was “taken” by the 
Germans December 18 and liber- 
ated by the Russians May 9. 

Weakened by more than 48; 
hours of continuous fighting with | 
only one meal during that period, 
Gill was with a group of fellow 
infantrymen who gave up after 
being surrounded by the Germans. 
It was several days later before 
Gill received his next food and the 
usual prison diet was brown bread 
and potato gravy. 

RECALLS BIG MEAL 

As to food, the rugged looking 
soldier, fondly recalled this morn- ; 
ing how a captured German butch- 
er shop provided a huge meal of 
luscious steaks within a few hours 
after his liberation. 

“The Russians took over every- 
thing—and boy, oh boy, did we 
eat,” recalled the gallant soldier. 

He had reason to think of food 
for he had very little of it during 
his days as prisoner. Work wes 
the prisoners’ schedule but after a 
few davs in a steel] mill and on the 
railroad, he was too weak. 

The allies’ imminent conquest of 
Germany was hinted when the 
prisoners were herded away from 
the camp toward the American 
lines away from the rapidly ad- 
vancing Russians. 

“One thousand of us were start- 
ed out but during the first day 600 
fellows had to drop out because of 
their weakened condition,” he ex- 
plained. “The guards were in a 
hurry to get away from the Rus-! 
sians and finally they went off and 
left us to ourselves. We just wait- 
ed until the Russians came. 

WARM GREETING 

“We were wearing English 
clothing because our American 
uniforms were worn out. The Rus- 
sians asked who we were and we 
replied ‘Americanos.’ They shook 
our hands very energetically and 
some of them hugged us. The
